They have demolished the homes of 
Palestinians driven out and dispos- 
sessed in 1 948 and 1 967. They have 
bulldozed Palestinian cemetaries in 
order to build instruments of oppres- 
sion, i.e. jails which hold 1 0,000 Pal- 
estinians at any given time. The hos- 
pitals available for Palestinian use are 
ill-funded and ill-equipped. ManyPal- 
estinians requiring complex life-sav- 
ing operations, available onlyin Israel 
proper, have died because of the 
insurmountable difficulty in obtain- 
ing a pass into Israel.

A Map to Head & Hands 

...and a cool concert too

CKUT and Hour magazine are 
co-sponsoring BeneFunk 94 - a 
showcase of Montreal rap, hip- 
hop, acid jazz and reggae bands. 
All proceeds from the show will 
go to Head and Hands, a com- 
munity care and counselling 
service based in NDG. 

The line-up includes Shades 
of Culture, Babelfish, Trevor Reid 
and Human Touch, Public En- 
ema, NDG Symphony and, from 
Ottawa, the Illegal Jazz Poets. 
The show will kick-off tonight at 
19h30, at Woodstock (3781 St. 
Laurent). 

The concert was envisioned 
as a novel and exciting way to 
getthosepeoplewhomostneed 
and use Head and Hands' serv- 
ices directly involved in the or- 
ganization. 

As Craig Webster, a coordi- 
nating officer of Head and Hands 
and one of the organizers of the 
show, explained, "BeneFunkwas 
conceived by [Head and Hands] 
for the purpose of raising some 
money and getting our clients 
involved in a fundraising event, 
to really attract [them]." 

Head and Hands began as a 
small streetwork program 23 
years ago and has since grown 
into a large community resource 
and service centre with over 1 8 
youth programs. While the or- 
ganization's focus has widened, 
the street outreach program is 
still very much an integral com- 
ponent. According to Webster, 
this means "not [being solely] in 
a drop-in centre or in a youth 
centre but out in the streets 
literally, in the milieu where the 
teenagers are." 

Head and Hands is commit- 



ted to providing services for 
youth which might otherwise 
prove too costly, intimidating, 
or simply unavailable. As 
Webster notes, there is a "rec- 
ognized need foryouth to have... 
easy access to hassle-free serv- 
ices that don't preach. We es- 
sentially give them the informa- 
tion they need to know, give 
them the tools to make their 
own decisions, [and] offer them 
assistance when necessary." The 
emphasis here is on empower- 
ing youth to make their own 
choices, notdictating whatthose 
choices should be. 

While Head and Hands is pri- 
marily for youth, nobody who 
can be helped is turned away. 
These include a growing number 
of non-status Natives and re- 
cent immigrants. 

Head and Hands also offers a 
variety of services that are especially 
helpful to women, including a 
medical clinic and ayoung parent's 
program. The clinic is open five 
days a week, and most services are 
offered on a drop-in basis. 

While the medical clinic is 
undoubtedly the most used serv- 
ice, Head and Hands offers a 
host of other services, as well. 
These run the gamut from drug 
education to the do-it-yourself 
divorce cooperative, as the com- 
munity centre strives to keep up 
with the changing times and 
needs. 

Webster described the style 
which guides all of Head and 
Hands' programs and services: 
"We're not problem-oriented; 
we take a very holistic approach. 
So we actually sit down with 
people, not just rush them 
through and give them a pre- 
scription on the way out," he 



explained. 

Volunteers, many of them 
youths themselves, form the core 
of Head and Hands. They are 
placed in programs which best 
suit their interests and skills. "We 
like to make sure that people 
who want to help us, can help 
us. So we make an effort to put 
them in a place where they'll be 
effective and where they'll actu- 
ally have good fun and learn 
something too," Webster said. 

Head and Hands gets some 
funds from the municipal gov- 
ernment, special grants and 
Centraide (the United Way). But 
they depend upon fundraising 
efforts such as BeneFunk for up 
to one third of their operating 
budget. 

All proceeds from the 
Benefunkconcertwill go to Head 
and Hands' youth programs. To 
these ends, all the bands have 
generously donated their time 
and music. 

Head and Hands hopes to 
raise $2000 from BeneFunk - 
"that," saysWebster, "would be 
lovely, the ideal. And I think we 
can do it. Aside from that, we're 
just hoping that this event will 
be a lot of fun for everyone 
involved." 

BeneFunk '94 takes place to- 
night (November 10) at 
Woodstock, 3781 blvd. St. 
Laurent. Show starts at 19h30, 
and tickets are $5 in advance 
(Dutchy's, Rock en Stock, Phan- 
tasmagoria or Head and Hands, 
2304 Old Orchard) or $6 at the 
door. Come early and talk to 
Head and Hands staff who will 
be on hand with information 
and condoms.

Grimskunk marked their trium- 
phant return from recording in 
the deepest, darkest depths of 
Burlington, Vermont with a 
record release concert last Fri- 
day.

debuted that night, many 
sounded like retoolings of other, 
more familiar songs.

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S IX YEARS ago this fall, Burma 
grabbed Western attention 
when the country's military dic- 
tatorship, the State Law and Or- 
der Council (SLORC), brutally put 
down a pro-democracy move- 
ment. In the capital, Rangoon, 
and elsewhere in the country, 
anti-government demonstrations 
were crushed, and in the space 
of three weeks, 3,000 people 
were murdered. Since that time, 
Burma has faded from the head- 
lines but atrocities continue. 

Kevin Heppner, of the Karen 
Human Rights Organization, has 
been documenting abuses 
against the Karen and other eth- 
nic minorities since 1991. This 
Thursday WUSC (World Univer- 
sity Service of Canada)-McGill is 
bringing Heppner to McGill to 
share the story of Burma's killing 
fields. 

The 1 988 massacres were in- 
stigated by Ne Win, one of the 
leaders of the Orwellian SLORC. 
Under the iron rule of this dicta- 
torship, many thousands have 
died and hundreds of thousands 
more have fled Burma, re-named 
Myanmar by SLORC. 

Ethnic minorities, like the 
Karen, have especially been tar- 
geted. According to the Karen 
Human Rights Organization, 
300,000 have fled to Bangladesh 
- a country which faces great 
difficulty supporting even its own 
population - and 100,000 have 
sought refuge in Thailand. 

Students and intellectuals have 
also been targeted in the gov- 
ernment's fight against 'Com- 
munist insurgents' and 'separa- 
tionists'; at least 20,000 have 
been forced to flee Burma. 

In an attempt to pacify both 
internal and external critics, 
SLORC agreed to hold an elec- 
tion in 1 990. The National Leader 
for Democracy (NLD) repre- 
sented the regime's main oppo- 
sition. Its popular leader, Aung 
San Suu Kyi, was placed under 
house arrest in 1 989 for publicly 
criticizing Ne Win, but even this 
did not dampen the party's sup- 
port. 

When SLORC was only able to 
secure 2% of the vote, losing 
heavily to the NLD, the dictator- 
ship refused to honour the re- 
sults. Nobel Peace Prize winner 
Aung San Suu Kyi is imprisoned 
to this day, but remains the ab- 
sentee leader of the democratic 
movement both inside and out- 
side of Burma. 

Ethnic minorities in Burma 
bear the brunt of SLORC's sys- 
tematic suppression, violence, 
and murder. As documented by 
the Karen Human Rights Organi- 
zation, "to be an ethnic Karen or 
Mon in Burma is to see your 
village robbed or burned by sol- 
diers, your daughters gang-

raped, and your sons taken away 
as slave army porters, unlikely to 
be seen again." Forced labour, 
the razing of entire villages, and 
forced relocation to disease-rid- 
den concentration camps, are the 
techniques employed by SLORC. 

In the face of such rampant 
abuse of human rights by the 
military dictatorship in Burma, 
there is remarkably little response 
from the international commu- 
nity. International investment 
continues. SLORC is recognized 
by the United Nations, and the 
media offer next to no coverage 
of the ongoing situation. There 
are no trade sanctions and there 
is no arms embargo against the 
murderous regime. SLORC con- 
tinues to receive aid from the 
West and participate in UN pro- 
grammes. 

Although many countries ver- 
bally condemn SLORC's actions, 
and pledge to support proposals 
for international action, no gov- 
ernment has yet put forward a 
plan. 

In a recent interview with 
Heppner, he explained that the 
Canadian government has been 
no exception to the two-faced

of Burma. During the interview 
Heppner noted that Burma is 
extremely rich in natural re- 
sources and, therefore, is of in- 
terest to Western capitalists. The 
region's largest reserve of oil is 
located within Burma's borders. 

As a dictatorship with no ac- 
countability to the people, 
SLORC is much less protective of 
its resources than a democratic 
governmentwould be. Formerly 
the world's number one rice ex- 
porter, SLORC has concentrated 
on quick-return undertakings 
such as oil, natural gas, gem and 
teak export, without regard to 
sustainable development or eq- 
uitable distribution of resources. 

Western economies stand to 
profit from the human rights 
abuses in Burma, and so under- 
take what Heppner calls 'com- 
mercial diplomacy' to try to in- 
fluence the dictatorship's behav-

attitude the international com- 
munity has displayed. Rhetorically 
outspoken against the Myanmar 
regime, Canada has yet to take 
any material action. Canadian 
companies continued to invest in 
Burma after 1 988, turning a blind 
eye to human rights abuses. This 
support is beginning to diminish, 
however, and since Petro Cana- 
da's recent withdrawal of its $20 
million programme in Burma, Ca- 
nadian investment in Burma has 
been limited. 

In spite of this, Heppner sees 
economics playing a main role in 
the international abandonment 



iour. The slaughter of Burma's 
ethnic minorities, however, con- 
tinues unabated. 

In a Toronto Star article of 
October 1 7, Heppnercomments 
that "A lot of times I do wonder 
if I'm accomplishing anything, 
but it's a story that needs to be 
told and these people often don't 
have a voice."

Sex, scandal , lies , betrayal, and treachery

When seeking a cathartic dose of 
sex, scandal, lies, betrayal, and 
treachery, one is rarely disap- 
pointed by a good Elizabethan 
tragedy. In an age when their 
plays competed with public hang- 
ings and lunatic asylums as 
sources of entertainment, play- 
wrights were compelled to make 
their dramas more horrific, more 
sensational, and simply more en- 
tertaining. How appropriate then, 
that in an age when theatre com- 
petes with ultraviolent cinema 
and sensationalist news for pub- 
lic attention, the McGill Drama & 
Theatre Program should choose 
The Duchess of Malfi, John 
Webster'sbrutalseventeenth cen- 
tury tale of the price a woman 
must pay for breaking social 
codes, as its latest production. 

Webster is known, from this 
and his other major work, The 
White Devil, more for his charac- 
terization than his dramatic struc- 
ture. As a result, being able to 
overlook the inconsistencies in 
plot is largely dependent on the 
strength of the acting. Here, the 
production falters somewhat. 

As the Machiavellian Cardinal, 
James McGowan is excellent, 
moving deftly between detached, 
calculating lechery and cool, un- 
derstated arrogance. His scenes 
with his mistress, the lascivious 
Julia (played by Eliza Nagel), are 



particularly memorable. Also 
memorable is Lisa Glover, who 
does a .wonderful job with the 
relatively small role of Cariola. 

Robin Finlay Copp gives an 
energetic performance as 
Ferdinand, the Duchess' twin 
brother, but the motivation for 
his lycanthropic transformation 
is not entirely convincing. The 
scene between the mad 
Ferdinand and his doctor is un- 
fortunately played entirely for 
laughs. In concentrating solely 
on the farcical element of the 
scene, there is the danger of ig- 
noring the pathos and poign- 
ancy of Ferdinand's situation; an 
approach contrasting the hu- 
mour and pathos may have been 
more effective. 

Perhaps the most important 
characters, Bosola and the Duch- 
ess are difficult roles at best. Of 
the two, Blaise Tardif fares less 
well. As Bosola, he is the cynical 
malcontent and participant in the 
brother's schemes whose eyes 
are opened in the end. It is a 
complex role and Tardif has diffi- 
culty conveying Bosola's charac- 
ter intelligibly to the audience. 
The role of the Duchess is simi- 
larly daunting; she is bold yet 
abashed; strong yet doubtful; in 
essence, she is human. Though 
initially tentative, Vanya Rose is 
ultimately convincing in her por- 
trayal of the Duchess on the 
strength of her later scenes. 



From the introduction of char- 
acters in a series of tableaux to 
the modernization of some of 
the dialogue, the current pro- 
duction is a stylized one. While a 
sparse set and lighting can de- 
tract from a play, in this case it is 
highly effective, providing suffi- 
cient suggestion of location and 
mood without overcrowding the 
action and words. Indeed, though 
director Rachel Ditor has chosen 



Lighting and sound director, Spike 
Lyne, is to be commended. 

The current production of The 
Duchess of Malfi, like Rose's per- 
formance, is ultimately impres- 
sive. While it is certainly not flaw- 
less, it is most definitely a strong 
effort. And in the lull before final 
exams, when students are rest- 
less and a release (or catharsis, if 
you will) is not only welcome but 
necessary. The Duchess of Malfi

Since 1 975, East Timor has suffered 
many atrocities at the hands of the 
Indonesian armed forces.

Asian music Featured atthe concert 
are Abé ho Aloz, an East Timorese 
folk group and Don Patrick Martin 
from Kahnawake, a Native Cana- 
dian folk singer. "This concert is a 
good way for people to get to know 
EastTimorese culture and the politi- 
cal situation, as it is pretty much 
hidden in the mainstream," says 
Marilley. 

It is hoped that the concert will 
not onlyincreasegeneral awareness 
ofthesituation in Eastlimor, butwill 
also demonstrate that Canadians 
will neitheraccept the occupation of 
East Timor, nor the Canadian gov- 
ernment's lack of action against the 
Indonesian invaders. 

"We have a direct responsibility to 
act," Marilley says, "because of our 
govemmentpolicy, which valueseco- 
nomic links greater than the human 
rights of the people of East Timor." 

The concert will be held on Satur- 
day, November 12, at Masion de la 
culture mondiale, 38 1 2 St. Laurent, at 
21 h.

The latest development in the 
zine revolution is the electronic 
journal. Now, anyone with an e- 
mail account or internet access 
can easily and independently 
publish their own magazine. 

There are thousands of such 
journals already available 
through e-mail, gopher and ftp, 
not to mention the scads of zines 
available through World Wide 
Web. 

These zines are easy 
and inexpensive to pro- 
duce. There are none of 
the prohibitive printing 
costs, the perennial com- 
plaint of paper-format 
zine-makers.AII publish- 
ing an e-zine costs is time 
and energy, and they are 
free to their users. > 

Often e-zines are one- 
person operations, with 
a very small, but very 
devoted audience. The 
style and content tends 
to be eccentric. — — 

It takes a considerable 
amount of time online 
to find these zines, which 
makes them rather ex- 
clusive. Many e-zine 
publishers complained 
bitterly about not hav- 
ing enough subscrip- 
tions to make produc- 
ing the zine worth the 
effort. 

jeff Koyen produces 
Crank which is distrib- 
uted quarterly. It has 
been described, much to 
Koyen's delight, as "very snotty" 
(he puts it on his masthead). 

Crank is definitely not for the 
faint of heart. It is down-right 
offensive, often gruesome, and 
uses the word "fuck" a lot. There 
is no poetry, no fiction, just Jeff 
ranting. In one article Jeff rants 
about "teenage misfit revision- 
ism", in another he rants about 
Bossa Nova. The material cov- 
ered is ecdectic and bizarre. Be 
prepared for the worst.

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BASHAR SHBIB: He's back, and it's bloody! 

Draghoula opens at the Palace

"If the sight of blood scares you 
... don't miss this movie" - so 
reads the catch-line on the lurid 
poster for Bashar Shbib's latest 
film. Working in the tradition of 
the B-movie genre, Shbib has 
merged the sensational with the 
macabre, and spent little money 
in doing it. The film departs from 
thetradition by aggressively chal- 
lenging societal norms. As such, 
the film is pure Shbib. 

Often bizarre and always con- 
troversial, Bashar Shbib has been 
causing a stir ever since he gradu- 
ated from Concordia in the early 
eighties. One of his first protests 
gained him national media at- 
tention. During Montréal's 
Rendez-vous du Cinema 
Québécois Shbib blocked the 
entrance to a theatre, protesting 
the fact that the festival had 
rejected one of his films "be- 
cause it was in English." 

Decidedly more sensational 
was Shbib's protest atToronto's 
Festival of Festivals: he stripped 



naked before a shocked audi- 
ence in order to draw attention 
to the underfunding of filmmak- 
ers in this country. As a final 
gesture toward Canadian bu- 
reaucracy, Shbib, in the mid '80s, 
moved to Los Angeles, made a 
film for $1 9,000, then watched 
as it grossed 54-million in sales 
in over 90 countries. He returned 
to Canada somewhat justified. 

Now, Shbib has released 
"Draghoula", a bizarre piece that 
manages to engage with issues 
of religion and sexuality while, 
at the same time, presenting a 
bloody yet hilarious look at the 
world of one rather vampire. 

The story unfolds as Harry, sci- 
entist and son of an over-protec- 
tive mother, is found worWng fe- 
verishly to isolate the elusive guilt 
gene. Stricken suddenly by budg- 
etary cut-backs, Harry is forced to 
replace expensive rats with cheap, 
Transylvanian specimens. Enter 
Armadona, rat-dealer and 
vampiress, descendent(of course!) 
of Dracula. She seduces and en- 
slaves Hany without his mother 



realising what has happened. 

Armadona's dominion over 
Harr/s soul is challenged by the 
jealous interventions of a love- 
struck lab assistant, Sabrina. As 
Harry's mother gradually deter- 
mines what has happened to him, 
a triangular struggle for Harry's 
soul begins. Harry has not only 
become a vampire, but also a 
bisexual cross-dresser. Thescenario 
does somewhat boggle the mind. 

Shbib's formula produces a 
penetrating analysis of Harry's 
exploded sexual and religious 
convictions. Heterosexuality is 
transgressed by the outlandish 
vampire-transvestite motif, while 
Harry's Jewish tradition is chal- 
lenged, first, byhis passionforthe 
"religion" of scientific research, 
and then through the pagan sur- 
realism of Armadona's "religion." 

Harry's fate is settled deci- 
sively underneath the towering 
cross atop Mont-Royal. The 
parody of redemption that un- 
folds at the literal and symbolic 
base of Roman Catholicism in- 
troduces yet another layer into 



Diary from the Underground 

Poet Ian Stephens storms the Stornaway

I once had an English teacher 
who told my class that all mean- 
ingful poetry was about either 
sex, pain or death. I can't attest 
to the validity of these rather 
morose criteria, but it is these 
themes which animate the liter- 
ary corpse that is "Dairy of a 
Trademark," a recent release 
from Montreal writer Ian 
Stephens. 

Acollection of two dozen odd 
poems, a number of short sto- 
ries, and a narrative essay about 
Stephens' recent diagnosis with 
AIDS-related Lymphoma, "Diary 
of a Trademark" may swoon 
whimsically, mumble cynically, 
and tickle irreverently, but it 
never escapes the gravity of the 
authors own reflections on sex, 
pain and death. 

This troika, the Muses of 
Stephans' work, may or may not 
be of particular importance to 
us; its urgency and power for- 
gotten amidst work and play 
and life. We distance them and 
we seek autonomy from fate. 
And so Stephens' immediacy and 
confrontation, often flippant and 
self-absorbed, creates a bitter 
ache in our spine and a reluctant 
submission to Stephens' visions. 

These visions were aforded a 
public voice last Thursday night 
at the book lauching party at 
Stornaway Gallery. The 
Stornaway iswell known forpro- 
ducing entertaining multimedia 
events, combining the atmos- 
phere of a poetry slam with that 
of an intimate jam session. This

provided a fitting backdrop to 
Stephens' talents. He has cre- 
ated a body of work in musical as 
well as written endeavours and 
seems most in his element when 
the two begin to blur together. 

The night at Stornaway fea- 
tured spoken word perform- 
ances by several local artists and 
was received well by an enthusi- 
astic audience. But I felt it was 
awkward to see people publically 
articulating Stephens' words, 
trying to preserve the authentic- 
ity of what is such singularly 
solitary poetry. Trying to make 
explicit the implicit quiet and 
silent inaccessable rage of his 
disturbing fiction could breach 
that remoteness, creating a feel- 
ing of detachmentwhich doesn't 
exist to Stephens. 

'Wrere on the words that could save 
each tear, a year 
throbbing with anger. 

Would I rather be discovered 
frozen pale and stiff in the woods 
or stumbling blind through agony... " 

Stephens' world, the world of

"Diary of a Trademark", is one of 
faceless nurses administering 
bitter pills, of watching the gory 
evening news with ever widen- 
ing eyes, of staring at 
homophobic graffiti on the wall 
and realizing it has more 
permenance than your own life. 
Sadly, this world is more bleak 
on the outside than in the dying 
interior of its victims. This world 
is bearable and humourous only 
as it becomes more and more 
absurd and trivial. 

"I sympathize with 
the ones who won't give up 
we gave up yesterday 
we gave up tommorow " 

In addition to his published 
writings, Stephens has per- 
formed periodically with several 
Montréal bands, notably DaFP 
and Wining, Dining, and Drill- 
ing. He has performed spoken 
word on the Lollapallooza Festi- 
val's second stage. If any futher 
aquaintence with rock royalty 
need be noted, Melissa Auf der 
Mar (bassist of Hole) did the 
cover art for the new book. 

The title, "Diary of a Trade- 
mark", is Stephens' way of fac- 
ing off with the stereotype of 
AIDS literature as being com- 
pelling accounts of survivor sto- 
ries lovingly penned by those 
who have somehow reconcilled 
their fate with their lives; bitter 
and angry but resigned. 
Stephens' power is that he has 
made no compromises, has sur- 
rendered nothing, has forgiven 
nobody. 



an already chaotic symbolic 
structure. Whether or not Shbib 
is successful in resolving the 
chaos is a matter of personal 
opinion. Certainly, the viewer's 
religious and sexual opinions are 
submitted to a rigorous, per- 
haps revealing, trial. 

The film is not particularly 
polished, but part of this is a 
result of Shbib's innovative di- 
recting style. Improvisation was 
central to the filming of 
Draghoula, as Shbib allowed his 
cast to move freely within the 
harness of the film's plot. The 
result is surprisingly successful - 
though at times the acting stalls, 
the final product has an inti- 
macy and a feeling of realism 
absent from many films where 
the script is rigidly imposed. 

The lack of polish is largely 



the result of a low-budget pro- 
duction. Oddly enough, this lack 
of money may be the best thing 
about the film - when budgets 
expand and films become "pol- 
ished" the agenda of the money- 
providers too often becomes the 
pervasive element of the film. 

Perhaps, then, the modern 
independence of the B-Movie 
has allowed it to become a new 
breeding-ground for creative 
film-making. While Draghoula 
has a certain element of giddy 
adolescent humour, it also con- 
fronts issues that the large stu- 
dios simply refuse to handle. The 
independence of Shbib's ideo- 
logical point of view is key to the 
success of the film.

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Picking the perfect piercing parlor 

Black Sun studios offers handy hints for healing holes

Body piercing has made a come- 
back. After being used for cen- 
turies by many different socie- 
ties to symbolize such qualities 
as power, elitism and sexual 
prowess it is regaining popular- 
ity as a form of personal inscrip- 
tion. From crushes to trendy high 
school neophytes to super stu- 
dent piercing specials hardly a 
body goes by with virgin skin. 

In the midst of the rage over 
body inscription, quality per- 
formance frequently falls to the 
wayside. Pierre Black of Black 
Sun Studio expressed concern 
over thespateof self-proclaimed 
piercers with little or no experi- 
ence who have taken up the art 
to capitalize on its renewed 
popularity. 

"I find that most piercers don't 
have any standards. What 
they've done is looked in a maga- 
zine, said 'oh, I can do that', 
found out what basic tools, what 
basic methods to use and go 
ahead and do it as if they're 
punching a hole through leather. 
Anybody can put a piece of metal 
through skin and take a person's 
money and send them home. 
Butyou wanta permanent pierc- 
ing, you want a minimum of 
discomfort and also a good aes- 
thetic quality to the finished 
product. All of those are vari- 
ables." 

Finding an artist who will fulfill 
these conditions can be a diffi- 
cult task. Black suggests a few 
criteria that can guide the pierc- 
ing shopper along his or her 
way. 

Above all, the artist's reputa- 
tion is the best indicator of her/ 
his standards, experience, and 
long-term accountability. 

Black Sun Studio requires a 
pre-piercing consultation forcer- 
tain piercings that are more pain- 
ful or that involve major modifi- 
cation. This functions as a psy- 
chological preparation in order 
to ensure that the customer and 
the artist know exactly what 
they're getting into. Written in- 
formation on short and long- 
term care is also provided to 
every customer, and they are 
encouraged to contact the stu- 
dio if they experience any diffi- 
culties. 

The equipment present at the 
studio or shop and the artist's 
use of it are also good indicators 
as to whether or not this is the 
place where you want to get 
sharp pieces of metal poked into 
your tender bits. Used for scal- 
pels in a surgical context, the 
autoclave is standard for needle 
sterilization. 

"The only Health and Welfare 
Canada accepted forms of steri- 
lization for surgical tools are 24 
hour cold sterilization, liquid 
sterilization or the autoclave. I 
would say that for needles and 
things that are actually passing 
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through the skin it should be 
autoclave only. There is room 
for error with liquid sterilization, 
especially if the person doesn't 
know what they're doing." 

Actual use of the equipment, 
however, is crucial. 

"I have heard horror stories 
of tatoo shops especially that 
have an autoclavesitting in there 
that worked, but they don't use 
it. They're taking the tools from 



the autoclave bag but the fact is 
that they don't use the auto- 
clave." 

Needles should never be used 
more than once, not only in 
order to prevent disease trans- 
mission but also because they 
get dull after even one use, re- 
sulting in less precise and more 
painful and problematic 
piercings. 

Another area that the piercee 






should be on the lookout for is 
jewellery. Both the content and 
the design of jewellery can de- 
termine how and if a piercing 
will heal. 

"Now just about everybody 
who calls themself a piercer has 
what they call surgical steel 
jewelery. What many people 
don't know is that there are dif- 
ferent grades of surgical steel. 
There's tool-grade surgical steel

Que devrait être la police compte 
tenu de ses origines? Celui qui 
s'interroge sur le fondement d'un 
organe de police, remet aussitôt 
en question la loi et l'état. Mais, sa 
réflexion doit s'alimenter par 
l'essence de son identité sociale. 

Il convient avant tout de faire 
la distinction entre un mécanisme 
de police, lequel est présent dans 
toute société, quelle qu'elle soit, 
et un organe, ou corps, policier. 

Le mécanisme est inhérent à 
tout tissus social, et son efficacité 
est optimale là où il n'existe 
aucune autre manière coercitive 
de régulation sociale.

and there's implant-grade sur- 
gical steel. Jewelery has either to 
be 316 implant grade surgical 
steel, a minimum of 14 karat 
gold, niobium or nylon." 

Lower grade surgical steel re- 
acts more easily with body flu- 
ids, causing infections and poor 
healing. 

Jewelery design is just as im- 
portant. Nicks, scratches or burrs 
and/or poorly sized and de- 
signed jewelery can irritate the 
piercing and slow or prevent 
healing. Black designs some of 
the more specialized jewelery 
for Black Sun Studio, but most 
of the surgical steel and nio- 
bium jewelery is ordered from 
the United States. 

Some areas of the body also 
characteristically take longer to 
heal. Two of the most recently 
popular piercings - the eyebrow 
and the navel - are among these. 
In general, the navel can take 
anywhere from two weeks to a 
year to heal. 

Difficulties with an eyebrow 
piercing can, on the other hand, 
have more to do with its 
positionning. Black notes that 
many of the recent eyebrow 
piercings that he's seen have 
been misplaced to the temple. 
Such miscalculation can result 
in a twitch, partial facial paraly- 
sis and/or damage the eye. 

While Black Sun Studio inno- 
vates on piercing as well as em- 
ploying more traditional tech- 
niques, innovation requires a 
thorough examination of the 
skin to be pierced. Surface 
piercings (piercings on flat parts 
of the body, like the hand, the 
wrist or the armpit), for exam- 
ple, are almost guaranteed not 
to heal 

Finally, a good way to guage 
the artist and his/her work is to 
check out the work they have on 
themselves. 

"You don't go to a tatoo artist 
who has no tatoos. The same 
thing should apply to piercing. 
Why would you go to a piercer 
who has no piercings? ... You 
have to agree that people with- 
out piercings or tatoos won't 
understand what you want to 
get out of it. They also won't 
understand the pain you're go- 
ing through, they won't empa- 
thize with you. They can only try 
to do it in a certain mechanical 
way to try and get the job 
done.. .that doesn't mean they'll 
do it properly. That's really im- 
portant because it's a sharing 
that's happening, it's not just 
selling a product. There's an 
exchange of energy, an ex- 
change of emotion." 

Black Sun Studio has been 
operating in Montréal for the last 
three years. It provides personal- 
ized service, customized jewellery, 
housecalls and private sessions 
with groups and couples.

Entering the Motherland 

Canadian filmmaker explores the myth of motherhood

In hercurrentdocumentary Moth- 
erland, award winning Canadian 
filmmaker Helene Klodawsky tries 
to "go beyond the myth of moth- 
erhood.". Klowdawsky examines 
the "work women do, and the 
enormous value they have in fami- 
lies". As a mother of two, she is 
more aware of this role. How- 
ever, Klodawsky felt that there 



always knew more than you. Yet, 
the reality of her role is often 
overlooked in the social context 
Klodawsky delves into this role 
by engaging in an examination 
of motherhood. In some ways 
this study stems from Klodawsk/s 
own personal experiences, 
though, she states that it's "per- 
sonal and political, of which you 
cannot split". With children you 
are "situated differently in a soci- 



other reality, intended to be both 
"humorous and moving", 
Klodawsky has completed nu- 
merous projects, including a docu- 
mentary of Israeli and Palestinian 
conflict, entitled Shoot and Cry. 
She has been making films for 
twelve years, and has spent the 
last four devoted to Motherland. 
The length of time spent on this 
project is due to the in-depth 
format. 

Klodawsky followed 
seven characters over an 
extended period of time, 
unravelling "the many 
truths and complexities 
about women of all 
ages". The characters 
represent many different 
cultures, classes, age 
groups, and experi- 
ences. This cross section 
serves to "add to the rich- 
ness" of this examina- 
tion, as well as aid in the 
goal of reaching a "clear 
perspective" on the re- 
alities of motherhood. 

Klodawsky made this 
film in collaboration with 
Studio'D' of the National 
Film Board, who were 
"one hundred percent 
behind unravelling the
